Sir Douglas Haig reports a bombing raid by 
18 British aeroplanes on German huts at 
Terhand. There was active shelling of 
several points of our line by the German 
artillery, and our artillery engaged the 
enemy batteries west of St, Julien. 

As the résult ef hand grenade fighting the 
French were able to drive the Germans 
out of some of the communication trenches 
occupied by them te the west of La Folic. 
At nightfall the Germans directed a 
strong attack on the French positions 
along the Neuville-La Folie road. The 
attack was repuised,. The enemy only 
succeeded in obtaining a feoting in one 
of the craters which had previously been 
recaptured frem him. Te the seuth of the 
Somme the French captured filty 
prisoners and took two quick-firing guns.

According to a Berlin telegram, the Ger 
man Government to-day handed a memoran- 
dum to the diplomatic representatives of the 
neutral Powers at Berlin concerning the 
treatment of armed merchant vessels, which 
says, already before the outbreak of the pre 
sent war, the British Government gave hag 
lish shipowners an opportunity to equip their 
merchant vessels with guns. e. Govern 
ment was willing to place at the disposal of 
shipowners guns, sufhcient ammunition, and 
the personnel necessary for drilling gun 
crews, British shipowners readily complied 
with the suggestion of the Admiralty. Sooo 
after the outbreak of the war German cruisers 
established the fact that British liners were 
armed. 

The British Government, so far as its own 
merchant vessels were concerned, was of 
opinion that such ships maintained the 
character of peaceful mercnant vessels as long 
as they carried their arms only for the pur 
pose of defence. In accordance therewith the 
British Ambassador at Washington, in a letter 
dated August 25, 1914, gave the Amencan 
Governmmeut far-reaching. essurances that 
British merchant vessels had never been armed 
for purposes of attack, but solely for defence, 
and that, therefore, they would never fire un 
less they had been attacked first.
